Of Chicago as Seen 


Portsmouth Girl. 


by a 


Pen Picture of the Change from 


Fashion to Lowest Sin. 


The Chinese Quarter With Its Dens 


and Games—The Neglected Babes 


on the Sidewalks, etc. 


Appended is a special letter from 


the pen of Miss Bertha Treuthart, of 
this city. While visiting relatives in 
Chicago 
she 
made 
splendid 
use 


of 
her 
time, 
and by keen 
ob- 


servation 
and aptness is 
gained 


knosvledge for future use in literary 
lines, which world of thought is her 
ambition and her aim. She made 
'a ."tour of the big city and saw 
its 


slums. 
To the readers of the Times 


today she gives in brilliant style the 
result of her labors: 


•Chicago, 
111., Aug. 23. — The 


greater portion of Chicago does not 
trouble itself about the life of the 
lower classes. For one reason, it has 
its own worries and affairs, and for 
another, the slum district is not de- 
sirous of being helped. Civil inquiries^ to be quarrelsome" when 
concerning the inhabitants are apt to 
be met rudely, if not roughly, so that 
Chicago is content to maintain an 
ignorant indifference to the aspect ol 
things. Polite Chicago does not care 
for strangers to see its slums and 
tries to dissuade its visitors, who ex- 
press a desire to see it. 
However, 


those who are so firm in theii desire 
as not to be dissuaded will be fully 
repaid for the 
inconvenience en- 


countered in their visit. The phase 
of life shown there, the conditions! 
under which families live and thrive] 
and die, the habits and pleasures of I 
the dwellers, suggest to the viewer 
thoughts winch sink deep into his 
mind and produce a lasting effect up- 
on him and his life. 


The slum district was at one time 


a fashionable part of the city. 
The 


buildings are of handsome stone and 
brick, several stories high, and de- 
spite ill-usage and neglect present a 
favertable appearance. 
As the popu- 


lation ; and wealth of the city in- 
creased, the houses were deserted for 
more luxurious homes and the store- 
rooms for more impressive business 
blocks. The more important streets 
are paved, well ligted, wide and 
traversed by street cars. 


Our first- visit was to the Chinese 


quarter. , It is by far the most re- 
spectable portion. Here Chinese signs 
in every design hang over dingy 
shops, wliare pipes, tobacco, clothing, 
shoes, suspenders and all other articles 
which soon grow shop-worn are to 
had in abundance. 
The faces of the 


people are a study, reflecting every 
longing and desire inherent to man. 
In front of his junk shop stands a 
typical 
Chinese in peculiar garb, 


with bis long black queue hanging 
down over a yellow cotton jacket. 
He holds in his hand a long-stemmed 
pipe, at which he takes repeater! 
whiffs 
while conversing with 
the 


crowd of loungers surrounding him. 
Among the number are several Chma- 
meh, two negroes, a young boy o: 
eighteen very much intoxicated and 
a number of Hebrew children dodg 
ing between the men and playing at 
games. 
A group of Mongolian chil 


dren, quite neatly dressed and ar 
ranged in the order o£ their size anc 
age, arc seated on an adjoining door 
step, completely blocking the way o 
a tipsy man and woman coming down 
the 
stairs. 
After 
a little 
brisl 


action, they make their escape to the 
street. 
There seems to be 
mon 


drunkenness here than in any othe 


quarter, though 'not 
among 
the 


Chinese themselves. 
This vice is 


confined to 
American 
men 
and 


negroes; and it is to be hoped that 
these foreigners will do some silent 
missionary work among our native- 
born drunkards. 
As a rule, the for- 


eign element is of a higher grade 
than the local element, and conducts 
itself in an orderly manner. 
Some of 


the Italians have amassed small for- 
tunes and live in a quiet, orderly 
manner. This is also true of the 
Chinese. The foreign element con- 
ducts itselfjpolitely, without injury to 
its neighobr. 
It is only when the 


local element attempts to associate 
with the foreign element that the 
degredation is noticed. The 
fore- 


igners are very enterprising, trying 
to obtain a repsectable living for 
themselves and their families. 
Xow, 


as they are pojr, ignorant and uned- 
ucated, a decent living to them often 
means only a fruit or lemonade stand, 
and the father's fond dreams . for his 
promising son may resolve themselves 
into a tiny shop wherein he is sole 
owner, a shop in which half-rotten 
apples are piled against a dirty win- 
dow on one side of the door, and red 
cotton handkerchiefs, two for five 
cents, are temptingly displayed on 
the other side. These simple people 
must turn to the sort of work for 
which they are best fitted. So the 
Chinese has his junkshop, the Hebrew 
his pawnshop and the Italian his 
fruit stand. 
AH these foreigners are 


happy. 
They have hopes and aspira- 


tions of their own and do not care to 


i be molested. 
They are not inclined 


sober, and 


Doctors Can't 


Cure It!

Ifc is among tlie whites, if we may 


so term the natives, that a greater 
part of the corruption is seen. The 
woe-begone children playing in the 
street, the uelgected babies lying on 
the side-walk abandoned, men and 
women leaning out of windows, make 
one feel a pang of sorrow that misery 
is so wide-spread and man too weak 
to overcome it. 


Several years ago "slumming par- 


ies" were quite popular among soci- 
ty women. A crowd of merry gen- 
lemen and beautiful ladies, dressed 
n costly garments, would engage a 
number of policemen to protect them 
on their stroll while they walked up 
incl down the streets of the slum dis- 
,rlct, admiring the deep contrast' to 
their own gayety. 
The slum people 


resented the intrusion and as no char- 
ty resulted from these visits the city 
officials soon discountenanced them. 
Such parties suggest the scenes at 
lie market place 'n degenerate Rome, 
when the attendants preceded the 
glitter nf a nobleman, crying "Make 
vay for Julius Maximus, the sena- 
or !'' The people are glad to see 
sympathetic observers, 
those who 


wish to learn some lesson from what 
they see, and the women often slicve 
one another from the sidewalk, call- 
ing, "Make way for the ladies!" One 
iimbersome youth, realizing how 
painful the sights must be to an out- 
sider, shouted, "Swell boulevard lor 
a promenade, aint it, mister?" Al- 
together it depends upon the visitor 
as to how he is received. 


One 
astonishing feature is the 


laige number of saloons and drug 
stores. 
Since they both work hancl- 


in-hand, they are the most attractive 
places in the slums. 
Many of the 


saloons arc quite elegant and are 
open to the street, disclosing the pa- 
trons to the passers-by. 
The only 


music the people, have issues from 
these saloons and consists of ticldling, 
banjo playing or vulgar songs. 
The 


saloons do a thriving business, and 
in consequence the drug stores, for 
where else could be purchased tlie 
salve for the mutilated face ot the 
drunkard's wife, the syrup for his 
fretful baby or the sleeping potion 
for the drunkard himself? 


In connection with this thought 


there is suggested what is 
often 


urged as the excuse for this drunken- 
ness, the lack of places of amusement, 
and what is more, the lack of a home. 


The men certainly do have few 


enough pleasures and .the saloon ac- 
complishes a good mission in keeping 
the men away from the shows "for 
gentlemen only", which are to be seen 
in a number of places. 


The tenement houses offer as poor 


an excuse for a home as can be 
imagined. The largest buildings aie 
used as lodging houses and placards 
inform us that clean beds can be had 
for five cents and a nights lodging 
for five, ten, or fifteen cents. 
These 


sleeping apartments seem to be a 
long row of cells or closets, placed 
closely together, and so small that 
the sleeper has scarcely breathing 
room. The fact that these lodging 
bouses are named "Palisade Hotel,'- 
"Acadia," or -'The Elite" adds a de- 
licious charm of romance to tenement 
life 
In the tenement houses large 


families 'often live in one or two 
looms, sleeping on the floor the 
greater part of the time. It is a 
common sight to see the windows 
crowded with plants, struggling to 


boards. If the house sits back from 
the street, the space between the 
building and sidewalk is used as a 
Iruit stand, or if the house adjoins 
the street the stand is placed on the 
sidewalk, so that people have to push 
tbeir way through the crowds. There 
are also a great many soda fountains 
on the street, where the residents 
purchase phosphates for two cents a 
glass and cream sodas for three cents 
a glass. The fountains are cheap and 
showy, with not the be«t of service, 
yet the slum people consider them- 
selves quite aristocratic, up-to-date 
and in Hue with all the modern im- 
provements. 
Even the cellars are 


used as store-rooms, but the shop- 
keepers are most untidy and very un- 
clean. The 
vegetables offered 
for 


sale would be abhorrent to an epicure, 
and the odor arisiug from refuse mat- 
ter is very offensive. 
In the heart of 


the slum district is situated the most 
famous settlement in the 
United 


States, well known throughout the 
whole world, Hull House. The build- 
ings comprising the settlement were 
used until 1856 as the private man- 
sion of Mr. Charles J. Hull, 
from 


whom the"settlement takes its name 
although lie is in no way identified 
with .the movement. The property 
was purchased by Miss Jane Adams, 
who has devoted her life to the up 
lifting of the lower classes througt 
social intercourse. The settlement is 
supported by Miss Adams and privafr 
contributions," and is not depcnden 
upon public charity. Hull House 
was founded in September, 1389, and j 
is independent and non-sectarian. It | 
consists of a main building, in^which 
are situated the private rooms of 
Miss Adams and her twenty-four as- 
sociates, and the annexes where the 
recitations are held. Part of the 
building is devoted to a restaurant, a 
postal station and a gymnasium. The 
settlement is most active during the 
winter months, when classes in many 
different courses are held. Classes in 
arithmetic, grammar, 
reading and 


Enlgish history are entirely free, 
while a fee of fifty cents is charged 
for a course including botany, Latin, 
French, German, Italian, 
algebra, 


geometry, 
physics, 
trigonometry 


anatomy, psychology, drawing, paint- 
ing, embroidery and clay modeling. 
There are also courses for technical 1 
study, such as conking and 
dress j 


making. Tbe gymnasium, which is, 
for the use of all, includes dancing 
and theatricals to a moderate extent. 
An essential feature is the large 
number of clubs, such as the Dor- 
cas Federal Union, Working Women's 
council, alumnae clubs, men's clubs, 
and numerous literary and athletic 
clubs, which cannot fail to interest 
tbe people and instill a social spirib. 
There are also nineteen afternoon 
clubs for girls and boys, a free kinder- 
garten and a day nursery to which 
wage-earning mothers can bring their 
children to be cared for during the 
day. A brief estimate places 
the 


weekly attendance at two thousand. 


This is certainly the noblest kind 


of charity, and in the nine brief years 
of its existence, Hull House has ac- 
complished more good than any other 
similar organization in the world. 
Jane Adams regards as theii greatest 
achievement the passage and enforce- 
ment of child labor aod anti-sweating 
law. 
Surely with such glorious work 


another quarter of a century will see 
Chicago slums redeemed. B. M. T.
